Dnur- 
ing that time some of the nover 
strate were washed out in the process 
of drilling, Myers explained. As the 
sands appeared to be poeketed in 
harder formations, the cavities result- 
ing from their removal evidently were 
not filled with water.

Health Talks | 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


THE FIRST CARE OF MINOR 
WOUNDS. 


In a technical discussion of the 
treatment of minor injuries before the 
1927 clinical congress of the Connect- 
icut State Medical Society, Dr. John 
J. Moorhead, New York surgeon, 
gave these essential factors in acci- 
dent surgery: - 

The maximum of immediate care 
and attention means the minimum of 
disability and deformity. 

Antiseptics are of limited value 
and eannot take the place of adequate 
sterilization obtained by plentiful use 
of soap and water. 

Immediate complete suture 
wounds is a dangerous procedure. 

Adequate rest of injured parts 1s 
promoted by splintage and suspen- 
sion. 

Regulated active motion encourages 
healing and minimizes necessity for 
physiotherapy. 

The first 48 hours usually deter- 
mine the outcome as thereafter the 
subacute stage is reached in most ac- 
cidental wounds or injuries. 

‘Yight dressings promote stasis lead- 
ing to edema, and this in turn in- 
vites infection or retards repair. 

All punctured wounds of the hands 
should be subjected to prolonged im- 
mersion in soap and water, grease be- 
ing first removed by gasoline, kero- 
sene or an automobile soap, the sur- 
geon teach@ goes on to say. Next the 
tract of the puncture‘should be thor- 
oughly irrigated with some antiseptic 
of proved value. Dr. Moorhead per- 
sonally prefers full strength tincture 
of iodine, and injects this with a 
syringe if necessary. Next he applies 
a wet dressing, of a tablespoonful of 
tincture of jodine (new spelling iodin) 
to a pint of saline solution. That is
